THE PRESIDENT OF TRE FRENCH REPUBLIC 
DECIDES TO RESIGN. @ 


Vigorous Preparations by the Military Aw 
thorities to Check <Any TIrouble—M, 
Ribot Requested to Form a Cabinet 
—Tories and Protection—A Warrant 
for John Dillon—Salisbury’s Speech at 
the Conservative Meeting—Foreign News, 


Special Cablecram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Paris, November 23.—Sinister rumors were 
afloat yesterday to the effect thatthe flag of 
the revolution had been raped in the dieaf- 
fected suburbsof Belleville and Lavillette. 
The people on the boulevards spoke with 
bated breath as to the probability of one of 
those famous descents which mark historical 
epochs in the dramatic annals of France being 
imminent. Some color was lent to this sup- 
position bythe fact that the revolutionary 
clubs were busy Monday night and thata 
stormy meeting of Socialists and Anarchists 
had taken place in a cafe on the Place de la 
Republique. Grave questions were discussed 
atthe meeting by men with unkempt hair, 
wideawake hats and biazing red neckerchiefs, 
who wanted to know badly if the radicals would 
join them in a popular rising. This ques- 
tion remaining unanswered, the unkempt 
persons separated amid great uproars, resolv- 
ing to wait events. Despite all these forebod- 
ings of a political storm, however, a casual 
stranger would bave remarked nothing on the 
boulevards which would have led him to sup- 
pose that France was in the throes of one of 
the greatest crises which she has had to pass 
through since the memorable months of 1870 
and 1871. The most effective and vigorous 
preparations are being made by the military 
authorities with a view to checking the first 
symptoms of the revolution in Paris. Troops 
are consigned to their barracks and are ready 
for work at a minute’s notice, waile an 
enormous detachment of marine infantry 
continues to arrive in Versailles from Cher- 
bourg, Brest and Toulon. These troops can 
be depended on more than any of the others in 
the event ofan emeute, asthey are generally 
composed of hardy peasants of the coast, who 
abominate the Paris gamin as much as he 
abominates service on board a ship. 

SUPPRESSED EXCITEMENT. 

Up to the minute of writing nothing what 
ever is settled either as to the Ministerial 
crisis or as to the Presidency of the Republic. 
I have passed the whole afternoon in the 
Saile Des Pas Perdus of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, and have spoken to all the leading men of 
numerous conflicting parties, but I have ob- 
tained no precise informa for the simple 
reason that there is none w ve obtained. All 
depends on M. Grevy,and up to now the Presi- 
dent of the Republic has come to no concliu- 
sion whatever. He vacillates, indeed, from 
here to there. Monday morning de was evi- 
dently impressed by M. Clemenceau’s abso- 
lute attitude and he then seemed disposed to 
yield. In the course of the afternoon he fell 
under the influence of home advisers and 
when he conferred with the four leaders to 


d De Freyeinet—he appeared to 
have regained courage and to be dent on 
making an attempt to remain at the 
Elysee. In this frame of mind he 
sent for M. Brisson, who has deen out 
in the cold of late, and whom the President 
thought he might on that account induce to 
undertake the task of forming a Ministry. But 
he obtained no encouragement from the chief 
of the party of so-called Independents, who 
are more generally known as Les Sauvages,’’ 
and he then sent first for M. Le Royer and 
afterward for M. Ribot. 

Gen. Boulanger holds his levees at the Hotel 
du Louvre, and is lustily cheered by the 
crowds that wait around the gateways to see 
him when he goes out.

The Journal des Debate advocates the await- 
ing of the resuit of President Grevy’s efforts 
to form a Cabinet, but says it is impossible to 
not see the gravity presented by the prolonged 
uncertainty, which offers the chance for the 
creation of a Dictatorship or an outbreak of

GREVY DECIDES TO RESIGN.

He said he would to-morrow ask M. Ribot 
to form a Ministry to superintend the 
meeting of the Congress of the Senate 
and the Chamber of Deputies which 
will select a new President. If M. Ribot should 
refuse to form a Ministry he will ask A. 
Goblet to do 80. M. Grevy further 
stated that he will not quit his post before 
issuing an address to the country, in which he 
will repudiate responsibility for the present 
etate of affairs and declare that his retirement 
is forced by the impossibility of governing the 
country.

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IHE CITIZENS’ SUCCESS. 


SEVENTEEN OF THEIR TWENTY-ONE CANDI- 
DATES FOR THESCHOOL BOARD ELECTED 


On the Platform Adopted at the Citizens’ 
Mass-Meeting and by a Majority of 
5,000—Reform and Retrenchment Plans 
Contemplated by the New Board—Only 
Three of the Turner Hall Candidates 
Elected—How the Long and Short Terms 
Will be Distributed—The Organization 
of the Board and Its Appointments—

The election yesterday for a Boare of School 
Directors, held under the provisions of the 
Drabelle act, resulted in the selection, by a 
large majority, of the seven citizen candidates- 
at-large and nine of the district nominees 
adopted by the Citizens Committee and given 
place on that ticket in their respective 
districts. In the Third, Fourth and Sixth Dis- 
tricta the Republican nominees were elected 
and in the Eleventh District, E. M. Bosley, 
the Democratic nominee, who was refused a 
place on the Citizens’ ticket, was also elected. 

Director John Brady of the Second District 
had the hardest row to hoe yesterday as he 
worked against John C. Bensiek, the Republi- 
can nominee, and T. W. Hackett, the Demo- 
cratic nominee. In the account of the Second 
District fight Republican Central Committeman 
Wittenberg was ranked on the side of the 
Democratic nominee, which was a mistake 
growing out of the expressions and attitudes 
of some of Wittenberg’s Republican workers 
in the Second Ward. Mr. Wittenberg states 
that he supported the Republican nominee. 

In the Seventh District, Eleventh and Thir- 
teenth Wards, Mr. Knight, Citizens’ candi 
date, was elected over Mr. Waibel, the Re- 
publican candidate, by a very small majority. 
In the other districts the contests were one- 
sided.

% A SUPPOSED’ SUICIDE. 


Charles A. Buck’s Death Due to an Over- 
dose of Morphine, 


The Coroner was to-day notified of a death 
which occurred Monday and which to all ap- 
pearances was a case of suicide. Dr. Russell 
Abell’s burial certificate in the case of 
Charles A. Buck was referred by the 
Health Department to the Coroner. 


It gave morphine poisoning asthe cause of 
death. On investigation it was learned that 
Buck was anative of Germany, 48 years of 
age, who had been for seven years 
a resident of this city. He was 
a civil engineer and had been 
in the employ of the olty as a Superintendent 
of Street Construction. Buck drank so hard 
that he lost his position, and for the past two 
weeks bas done nothing in the way of work.

PROBABLY BUENED. 


The Steamboat Chas. F. Chouteau Near 
! Vicksburg This Morning. 


A telegram received at this office this after- 
noon from Memphis, Tenn., says that 
it is rumored that the steamboat 
Charles P. Ohouteau, which left Mem- 
phis Saturday for New Orleans, burned 


this morning near Vicksburg. She had 5,000 
bales of cotton on board. Local steamboat- 
men and insurance agents had heard nothing 
of the accident at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 

The Chas. P. Chouteau was the largest 
steamboat running from St. Louis. She was 
built about ten years ago for her present own- 
ners, C. C. Maffitt, Paul A. Fuss, Chouteau 
Harrison & Valle and W. H. Thorwegan, an 
she was looked upon as the finest freight 
boat on the river. In the summer 
she was used at St. Louis in the excursion 
business.In the fall she went regularly into the 
cotton-carrying trade. Her carrying capacity 
was about 2,000 tons. Her big record was —1 
000 bales on a trip. Jenkins & Sass’ records 
show that the Grand Republic carried 8,210 
bales and the Heary Frank over nine 
thousand bales; but the Chouteau 
broke both records. The Chouteau was built 

fthe material used in two gunboats. She 

ad an iron hull and all the latest improved 
machinery. Her original cost was $75,000, 
and just before her departure forthe South 
her owners putin a quantity of new machinery 
made and other repairs, the entire improve- 
ment costing $3,000. 

Carroll & Powell placed the insurance on 
the Chouteau. It aggregates $40,000 or about 
one-half the value oi the boat, 

Chouteau, Harrison & Valle had at3 o'clock 
received no news of the burning of the steam- 
boat.

IRISH PRISON LIFE. 


A WOMAN'S EXPERIENCE IN TULLAMORE 
JAIL DESCRIBED. 


The Indignities and Cruelties William 
O’Brien ll Be Cempelled to Endure— 
Picking Oakum all Day Long—The 
Prison Fare—Michael Davitt’s Imprison- 


ment. 
‘*William O’Brien, M. P., has been removed 


to Tullamore Jail.’’ 

Such were the words which attracted my at- 
tention in the columns of the Post- DIsPaTOH 
and filled my brain with visions of the pleas- 
ant past; for it is known to you and my read- 
ers that Tullamore Jail is to me no tert incogni- 
ta. Lhave passed through its portals, heard the 
clashing of the Warden’s keys, had my pock- 
ete turned inside out, my name, religion, age 
and crime registered in the prison 
records; was consigned to the charge 
of its matron and by her locked 
up a solitary prisoner for twenty-two hours out 
of each twenty-four of my gojourn within its 
gloomy walls. 

I did not enter it as a visitor or an inspect- 


ress, nopslid any enterprising journalist coax 

me * 2 into it as an experimentalist. I was 
& na fide prisoner, undergoing a sentence of 
six months’ imprisonment under an absolute 
act of Parliament of the days of Edward III., 
an act which had been called from its grave by 
a magisterial Witch of Endor in an effort 
to subdue the irrepressible women 
of Ireland. For that purpose it 
was indeed a failure, but it 
served the end of giving me more intimate 
knowledge of prison life, as seen from a pris- 
oner’s point of view, than often falis to the lot 
a woman who never committedacrime. But 
let me tell how I came to be a prisoner. 

HER OFFENSE. 

On March 29, 1882, I arose from my breakfast 
table fully alive to the fact that I had taken 
my last meal outside of the prison walls for 
some time to come, for I had to appear be- 
fore the magistrates in the little town 
of Clara, Kings County, Ireland, to 
answer various charges, the most serious 
being to the effect that I had ‘‘endeavored to 
excite discontent in the hearts of Her Majesty's 
Irish subjects.’’ I knew it meant the stealing 
ot one summer from my life, and I was ready 
for my fate and had bidden good-bye to my 

children and packed my trunk with needful 
articles — be used during my enforced vaca- 
tion. 

Clara was soon reached. There was a great 
deal of excitement. Hundreds of men, women 
and children thronged around, making the air 
ring with thely cheers as I alighted. A friend’s 
carriage was in waiting with a fellow-member 
of the Ladies’ Land League and accompanied 
by my counselI soon arrived at the Court- 
house, where we found a detachment of 
soldiers just come from Athlone. They stood 
around leaning on their rifles and watching 
the women who were making such a rumpus 


in the little village. 
The small Court-house was crowded to its 


utmost capacity, and four solemn-looking 
Magistrates sat in a row ready to administer 
justice. One of them had won notoriety as the 
time-serving tool of the Government. The 
others were local nonentities—good obedient 
boys who did what they were toid.° 
THE HEAD PASHA 

was Henry A. Blake, who was rewarded for 
that and similar services by being made Gov- 
ernor of the Bahamas, in which capacity he 
made himself so unpopular to the natives that 
he hed to be removed to Newfoundland. I had 
pleaded to be allowed to de- 
fend myself. It would have deen 
cheaper, more amusisg, more effective, and 
would have ended justthe same for me, with 
the difference that I could have forced the 
justices to listen to a scathing ‘‘speech from 


the dock, for, as I told them at the begin- 
ning of the proceedings, it was not I who 
should be on trial for exciting discontent in 
the hearts of Her sty’s Irish sub- 
„ but the British Government, for 
he Irish people were discontented long before 
I was born, and if they did not do as 1 told 
them to do they would be equally discontented 
when I was sleeping beneath the shamrock 
and the mosses. 

Mise Parnell was willing to gratify my 
wishes, but the Land League 

wyers decided that to the outer public, who 

new nothing of m uest, it would seem 
thatl wags neglect and abandoned to my 
fate. The counsel was a clever man, a mem- 
ber of the American as well as the Irish bar, 
M. C. McInerny, who for some time practiced 
law in Jersey City. He 

COULD DO LITTLE 
for me. I would allow no witnesses to be 
called in my favor—would not insuit respecta- 
ble women by having their words pitted against 
those of policemen who were certain to be- 
lieved no matter whatthey swore. The most 
ludicrous side of this so-called trial was the 
fact that, although I had been for more than 
twelve months a prominent member of the 
LADIES LAND LEAGUE, 

had made epeeches by the score and was 
under constant lice surveillance, a police- 
man was obli to ure himself in order to 
secure my committal, 

I always scorned to allude to myself as being 
guiltiess of offending against the Government, 
and prided myself on deserving my imprison- 
ment, but I was perfectly guiltiess of in the 
least gy ps on the law by my acts. During 
the day, for which the sapient authorities de- 
cided to — me, I had simply addressed a 
meeting for the } se of foundin 


of the dies’ Lan — to look after the

imprisoned suspects.and in my entire address 
made in the hearing of the police, I kept 
strictly to the charitable side of the question 
and avoidéd anythin litical. It seemed 
sucb a satire on the 2 ot justice 
to say that I, who had made two months be- 
tore aspeech so filled with treason as to cause 
the St. James Gazette to suggest in its editorial 
columns that I should be 
TIED TO A CART AND FLOGGED, 
it seemed, I say, to show how littlé even com- 
mon sense entered into the administratiou 
— when on a policeman’s word I was at 
ength imprisoned.

Then my liberty was a thing of the past and | 
I was promptly 
TAKEN INTO CUSTODY. 
There was a drive of seven miles ta Tullamore, 
the jolliest drive ever taken by human being 
en route to jail. First went a car-load of 
soldiers, two of police, my carriage with the 
lady who had been with me all day, my coun- 
sel and another friend; four policemen ex- 
clusive of the one who sat with the driver; 
after us more soldiers, more police, and then 
five or six Irish jaunting cars laden with 
friends of the cause for which I was about to 
We told stories, quoted poetry, 
visions of the future, 
cheerfully of the present 
until within sight.of Tullamore, when we were 
met by a brass band lustily playing See, the 
Conquering Hero Comes, and a miscellane - 
ous crowd of men, woman and boys eager to 
bid me welcome. Slowly but very triumph- 
antly we drove into the town, while ringing 
cheers greeted us on all sides until the jail was 
reached. Then a rush was made to grasp my 
hand, while their cheers changed into a chorus 
of sobs, muttered indignation and heart-felt 
prayers. Quickly my guards led me 
THROUGH THE PRISON GATS 
into the office. The governor, as he is called 
in Ireland (the warden I think you style him 
here) came to me accompanied by the ma- 
tron, in whose especial charge I weuld be 
placed. I was,I suppose,as unlikea crimi- 
pal as possible, a fact which tempted the gov- 
ernor to raise his band to his hat with the in- 
tention of saluting, but remembering the po- 
sition in which I stood be did rot finish the 
act, but tried to look as H he did not mean it. 
Following the matron, I passed into ‘the 
wing of the building wherein my summer 
days were to be spent. Adelightful surprise 
awaited me. In my dreams of prison life the 
most unpleasant feature was the thought of 
the dimly-lighted cells. IfeltI could endure 
any discomfort did I but have a sufficiency of 
Judge, then, bow delighted I felton 
being ushered into a large room with two 
full-sized windows. A cheerful fire was burn- 
ing in an open grate, and ere was an iron 
bedstead, asmall deal table and a chair. Pres- 
ently a bed with suitable bedding was sent in 
from the hotel, then came an easy chair, foot- 
stool end two pieces of carpet. My bed was 
arranged, a dainty supper brought in and 
then ‘‘click’’ went the key in the lock and 1 
was alone. A prisoner doomed for six months 
to solitude and reflection. Solitude and re- 
fiection which would never engender repent- 


ance. 
NOT LONELY OR DISHEARTENED. 

Was I lonely or disheartened? Not in the 
least. Those two big windows deprived im- 
prisonment of its ang. had pens, 
ink and paper n my trunk, and 
with books as my companions I could 
never feel lonely. I slept soundly until a late 
hour next day, and then began to make my- 
self at nome. Bouquets of flowers and baskets 
of fruit came pouring in on me. Letters and 
telegrams congratulating me on my newly- 
attained honors kept me employed perusing 
and replying. Some were the outpour- 
ings of indignant souls filled with 
wrath at the idea that my 
liberty should be sacrificed. I was allowed 
one visit of fifteen minutes’ duration each 
day. Only two persons could be present, I 
received them in a cheerless roow in the front 
building. I stood behind a wooden bar and 
five feet away from me stood 
my visitors ehind another bar. 
In the space between stood the matron and the 
head warden. My exercise ground was nota 
very large one, and the view from it was cir- 
cumscribed in the extreme. The laundry 
bounded it on one side and the remain- 
ing three sides were prison cells. 
Through the tron railings I could see the gov- 
ernor’s dwelling house. My letters I ever 
dated from L Hotel Des Mauvais Sujets,’’ 
and my prison garb wasunique. With caim 
but deep defiance I flaunted the emblem of se- 
dition in the euemy’s camp. 


AN EMERALD GREEN DRESS 

worn above red slippers typided the ‘* green 
above the red,’’ in a manner pre-eminently 
satisfactory to my patriotism. The governor 
of the prison was most courteous and kind to 
me. Disgusted by the conduct of some male 
prisoners who thought more Of their food than 
of their country, I went on prison diet. That 
was nota pleasant experience. 

The food supplied to prisoners is in- 
sufficient in quantit an wretched in 
quality. I was on fourth-class diet, which 
was the best given. Fer breakfast, three- 
quarters ofa a of porridge, with three- 
quarters ef a pint of milk; for dinner, a lump 
of brown bread, three ounces of cooked meat 
and one ortwo potatoes, according to their 
size. This was served on a tin 

latter without knife or fork. For supper, a 
ump of brown bread with three-quarters of a 
pint of cocoa, without milk. For dinner I 
could use nothing but the bread. The pota- 
toes were dirty, boiled in their unwashed 
jackets. The three ounces of meat, a piece of 
tough or raw sinewy abomination. ednes- 
day and Friday we got no meat or potatoes. 
They were repiaced bya double allowance 
of bread and three-quarters of a pint of a mys- 
terious compound called soup. I have gazed 
into its muddy depths and seen therein oat- 
meal and tiny particles of turnips, but never 
did I risk tasting it. 

When I got the best class of diet, think of 
those who got the worst. 

IN MR. O’BRIEN’S CASE

Moom— Tour very 
letter escaped through the lines of 
enemy and reached me safely here 
to-day.

Every person concerned in that tragedy, the 
hanging of the Chicago Anarchists, from the 
beg:nning to the end is marked for distinc- 
tion. The revolution is at hand. 
A voice here cried: ‘Why not begin to- night?“ 
Again I say, arm yourselves for the 
revolution. Our arm is the bomb, 
strongei than the gatling gun or other weapons, 
It kills fifty at once. Grinnell shall be the 
first; then eomes Gary, the Judgesof the 
United States Supreme Court. And let not 
Oglesby think he will escape because he 
commuted two ot them.“ Mr. Nicoll told the 
jury that the clause of the penal code under 
which the indictment was brought 
provided that any assembly of three or more 
persons at which was threatened any unlawful 
act was an unlawful assembly and the partici- 
pants uilty of misdemeanor. There 
would oubtless be a great deal said 
about the constitution and free speech, but the 
same constitution rovided that the 
abuse of free speech should be punished. 
Mr. Nicoll eaid his witnesses were Detectives

THE TRUNK LINE TROUBLES. 


Vesterday’s Meetings of the Presidents— 
The Reading Released. 


NEw Tonk, November 2%.—The meeting of 
the Trunk line Presidents at Commissioner 
Fink’s office yesterday, is generally consid- 
ered the most important that has been held 
for a long time. There was no representative 
present from the Grand Trunk, although this 
omission did not representa defiance by that 
road. General Manager Hickson wrote to 
Commissioner Fink that an important en- 
gagement in Boston prevented his personal 
attendance. He assured the Commissioners 
that his road had no desire to prove 
hostilities with the American lines, 
or to demoralize the general situ- 
ation. On the contrary, he said that the 
Grand Trunk desired to co-operate with the 
Trunk Line Association, wherever it could do 
so without prejudicing its rights and interests. 
Half of Mr. Hickson’s letter was for peace and 
half for war. On the subject of the dressed 
beef traffic, Mr. Hickson declares that his road 
cannotrecede from its present position and 
will require a differential rate in itsfavor. In 
conclusion he expresses a desire to confer 
with e Commissioner on the situation, and 
says that he will come to New York ina few 
days, or will be glad to meet Mr. Fink in 
Montreal. 

So far ag Mr. Hickson’s letter related to ex- 

rt mtes the Trunk Line Presidents, after 

iscussion, decided that no further action was 
needed.

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CLEVELAND AND HIS WIFE. 


The Former Is Already Fat and His He- 
meet Is Also Becomingly Stout. 
Washington Special to Indianapolis Journal. 
Especially the ladies who have called at the 
White Honse during the past week have re- 
marked the growing corpulency of the Presi- 
deht and Mrs. Cleveland. They say that each 
has fattened to the extent of at least twenty- 
five pounds since the Ist of S@ptember and 


2 the President has become really stout. 


When Mrs. Cleveland was married she weighed 


a little less than 180 pounds, and owing 
to her height did not appear to be that heavy. 
There are those of her friends who have seen 
her during the past week who say she will tilt 
the beam at 170; but those figures are a little 
high. She will not weigh 160, yet she is very 
near that mark. The gut-door exercise, es- 
pecially the dally arives ‘oho takes, has done 
most of it. Mra. OClev ad seldom drinks 
wine or any other stimulant. She only wants 
a brisk walk to work up her ons for 
breakfast or lunch, and if she cannot 
go out-doorsshe rambies about the house, 
A sefvant says sbe often runs up and 
down stairs tw steps at a time, and can swing 
her arms behind her back like those ofa wind- 
mill, and that ahe isthe most agile woman of 
her size in the pity, Mrs. Cieveland is fully as 
tall as her hussand and, although she has de- 
veloped into a woman of serious thought, she 
can enjey a rollick as much as anybody, and 
when she attends the theater, which is often, 
she has no scruples about laughing heartil 
when she is amused or sees anything to laug 
at. She ies ofa naturally ep f, Is position 
and eats and sleeps like one who is determined 
to let nothing in life worry her. 

The President grows corpulent from natural 
causes. He would get fat on bread and water, 
— he does not live on such transparent diet. 

e can eat as large a beefsteak as a rail-split- 
ter, drink his three cups of coffee for break, 
fast, with pancakes and rolls and syrup and 
the etceteras which make up a good breakfast. 
He does not take half as much exercise as Mrs. 
Cleveland, and that which he does undergo is 
ofanentirely different character. He never 
hurries. He walks slowly and with delibera- 
tion. Sometimes he takes two moves to each 
step in going up-stairs. When he and 
his wife return from * drive 
she invariably helps herself from 
the carriage and runs ahead into the house. 
If it is out at Red-top she hitches the horse 
provided they are in aone-horse vehicle, and 
then beats bim into the house. If itis at the 
White House she goes up-stairs on the run, 
probably two steps at a leap, and the exercise 
she gets is healthful, while that he has is not 
very effective. A great many stories have 
been rinted about the President’s diet. 
Some of them have grains of truth, but most 
of them have been exaggerations. He is nota 
gormiandizer, but a healthy eater. He 
is a big man, possessed of splendid 
digestive organs, and he satisfies his de- 
sires as far as he can without gorman- 
dizing. His complexion at this time, the 
brightness of his eyes and his growth, show 
that his liver, blood and stomach are in good 
order, which could not be if he overloaded his 
stomach every day. The President likés a 
bottie of ale orasniff of something stronger 
with his lunch or dinner, and is especially 
fond of a bottie of beer before retiring at night. 
He sways they assist digestion and produce ease 
ofthe nerves. Inany event, the President and 
Mra. Oleveland are growing sO stout that it 
can be observed even as they drive through 
the streets, and they appear to be ut as 
happy as claims at high tide.

tion. Flaubert’s life was embittered because 
he once had to use two genitives in immediate 
succession, as in the title, Une Couronne de 
Fleurs d’Oranger.’’ Poor Gustave tried his 
best to — rid of the two de’s, but he could 
not, and they haunted him to his dying day. 
These are a few samples of the entertaining 
things in the book, which will prove attrac- 
tive to all who are interested in French litera- 
ture.

SCHOOL REPO 

The big majority for the Citizens’ School 
Board ticket yesterday will be a good 
thing for the schools.if the members-elect 
shall give us the practical reform de- 
manded by a large majority of their con- 
stituents. 

It was not merely a big majority against 
German, or against a reasonable appro- 
priation for German tuition in the proper 
grades of the public schools. It was a vote 
rather against the Turner Hall platform, 
which demanded the continuancé of every- 
thing now found in every part of the 
course of sfdy, and the addition to it of 
every fad study or fancy exercise which. 
any considerable number of people may 
favor. It was a vote for the simplification 
of a too cumbrous and too expensive sys- 
tem, overloaded with pedagogic hobbies 
and whimsical tid-bits to please classes of 
people, regardless of the wrong which this 
padding does to that great majority of 
children who have to leave school at the 
age of 12 or sooner. 

A total expurgation of German from 
the public schools will do this class of 
children very little good, if that is all that 
can be done for them. Even some of the 
candidates who were nominated on the 
so-called Republican ticket were willing, 
for the sake of this class of children, to 
take German out of the four lower grades. 
But not only German, but drawing, stick- 
laying, cutting tissue paper, modeling in 
clay, physiology, hygiene and everything 
else that interferes with the progress of 
the lower grade pupils in ‘‘the three R’s,”’ 
must be expurgated from the course of 
study for those grades, and be put in 
somewhere else, if they cannot be dis- 
pensed with altogether. 

This reform in all its length and breadth 
is demanded in the interest of that vast 
mass of young children who are now 
either kept out of school altogether, or 
are kept too many years in overcrowded 
rooms and without a sufficient force of 
teachers,and then put to earning theirown 
living with a far more imperfect rudiment- 
ary education than might be given them 
in any log school-house in the course of 
three or four winters. At 10 or 12 years of 
age, when the majority of them leave 
school or cease to attend regularly, all the 
children in this city should be able to 
write a fair hand, to spell and read well, 
and to perform readily and correctly the 
ordinary arithmetical exercises. Every- 
thing else may well be sacrificed to the 
accomplishment of this primary object of 
our common school syafem.

THE USUAL WAY. 


Settlement of the Hoffman Suit Against the 
Chicago Gas Trust. 


CHicado, III., November 23.—The great 
„Gas Trust’’ which lately bought a controll- 
ing interest In all the gas companies of the 
city, is credited by a morning paper with hav- 
ing bought off the latest opponents who were 
fighting the Trust in the courts. The plaintiff 
was the Hoffman estate of New York Oity, 
which owned 400,000 shares of stock in the 


Chicago Gaslight and Coke Company. Late 
yesterday the attorneys representing the 
estate received the following dispatch: 

The estate has made satisfactory arrange- 
ments with the defendants. Dismiss all pro- 
ceedings before Judge Tuley. Letter mailed.’’ 

This is the second timesuits brought against 
the Trust have come to naught. The Directory 
some months ago had succeeded in buy ng up 
all the stock of the Gas and Coke Company, 
with the exception of a few shares. The Di- 
rectors paid $2.50for shares of the par value 
of #25. The Trust then gave out information to 
the effect thatit was going to make improve- 
ments and was about to mortgage its property 
for the purpose of raising the necessary means, 
92 once issued bonds tothe amount of 
$7,650,000 and before any litigation com- 
menced they claimed to have sold the bonds. 
About the middle of September last, the Trus 
attempted to have the mortgage recorde 
without publicity. The document was marked 
**filed,’” but as the obligation of secrecy could 
not be carried out, it was returned to the 
Directors. On October 5a sharehelder named 
Addicks, bolding eighteen shares, brought a 
bill in the Superior Court, praying for an in- 
unction to restrain the rust from 
ssuing such mortgage. On the wmorn- 
ing of ctober the mortgage 
was recorded This action rendered the in- 
junction inoperative, even had it been 
greased. Addicks then filed an amended bill, 

ut that case has been dropped andit is be- 
lieved that he has been handsomely paid for 
his stock. 

The Hoffman estate in New York originally 
held 1,200 shares. Eight hundred of this stock 
was sold to the trust 
a share; but before the 
was closed out, the attorney representing that 
interest discovered that all was not right and 
refused to convey the remaining 400,000 shares. 
Acting in this belief the estate filed a bill ask- 
ing for an injunction to preventthe Trust from 
issuing the bonds and tocompel a disclosure of 
the names of the personsor institutions that 
had purchased the bonds, if they had really 
been sold. They also prayed for a receiver. 
All the gas companies inthe city were made 
defendants, and an injunction was asked to 
prevent the Trust from dictating the policy of 
such companies. The case was argued before 
Judge Tuley last week, and a decision was ex- 
pected in afew days. 

It isnot known as yet what the Trust paid 
the Hoffman estate for the 400,000 shares, or 
what inducements were held out that made 
them drop the suit. When the case came be- 
fore Judge Tuley this morning, the attorney's 
for the plantiffs moved to have it dismissed 
at their cost and the Court so ordered.

REV. MR. BERRY. 


A Pen-Picture of the Clergyman Selected to 
Succeed Mr. Beecher. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, November 23.—The Wolverbamp- 
ton correspondent of the St. James Gazette 
gives the following sketch ofthe Rey. Mr. 
Ferry, the successor of the late Mr. Beecher, 
at Brooklyn: Mr. Berry is a muscular Chris- 
tian. I do not mean that he is athletic in 
build. On the contrary, though well-knit and 
full of blood and energy, he is neither tall nor 
broad-shouldered. Buthe would have a man 
in the realization of that Godliness which he 
is bound to preach, strive to bring all his 
faculties to fall fruition, and thoroughly enjoy 
the good things of lifé which his Maker has 
prepared for him. Monkish penanees are as 
much his detestation as materialistic tend- 
encies, which suggest thatitis well to ‘eat, 
drink and be merry, for to-morrow we may 
die.“ Mr. Berry has boundless vigor, no lack 
of words, an evident admiration for earthly 
go-aheads and much appreciation for temporal 
happiness. In so sar he will suit our Ameri- 
can cousins. His language is indeed guggest- 
ive of Talmage, whom he possibly reads. He is 
also an ambitious and conscientious exponent 
of Christianity. I have little doubt that ambi- 
tion, too, is a quality which recommends itself 
to sound, sterling men and very much to 
Americans. Mr. Berry is, moreover, 
incisive and not inoapable of those 
asides which prick the attention, 
make every wember of the congregation think 
that he or she is the proper victim, and the 
next minute provoke a universal smile as 
every man Or woman transfers the delinquency 
_ which has been impaled tor the public eye, to 
his or her neighbor. It is impossible to say 
whether he will be thanderous in future, In a 
small chapel like that to which be has been 
accustomed, shouting and rhetorical roaring 
which please in the tabernacle would be in- 
supportable. If Mr. Berry keeps as healthy 
as his hero, St. Paul, ne will possibly be 
to strike home in the way that best 
hardened 
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Mr. Berry is, I think, something more than a 
mere proselytizing demagogue with strong 
lungs. He has a keen sense of grammar, 
which I may be forgiven for mentioning, and 
though he aid not slip intoa reference to the 
‘blue clouds as a rule, his pulpit coloring and 
his metaphors are good. Rarely, now and 
then, there is a smile on his Ifps. But then it 
is the outward and visibie sign of an approach- 
ing utterance of strength, not of some inward 
conceit or witticism which, to gain a cheap re- 
sponse to his smile, he is about to share 
with his congregation. His pulpit presence 
is refined and pleasing. He prefers to 
stand with his left arm bent so that his hand 
rests on his side and to use his right arm for 
declamatory illustration. Buthe is not stiff 
or fastened to one style. Now he clasps his 
fist into the palm of the other hand; anon he 
filings his right arm horizontally with the 
shoulder, and scores a point in the furthest 
corner of his chapel.

OF SIGNAL SERVICE 


Gen. Greeley Proposes to Make the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Exchange. 


The Meteorological Committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange wil! hold a meeting on Sat- 
urday to considera proposition submitted to 
it by the Chief Signal Officer of the army. 
Heretofore the Meteorological Committee has 
been of more ornament than practical use to 
the Exchange. Now the Chief Signa! Officer 
proposes to make it useful. He proposes the 
following resolution to be adopted by the 
Directors of the Exchange: 


Resolved, That the Meteorological Com- 
mittee of the Merchants’ Exchange shall be a 
permanent committee and that the names of 
the members and any changes in membership 
be in each case formally notified to the Obief 
——— Officer of the army. The committee 
willconfer with the Ohief Signal Officer and 
will bring before the Board of Directors of the 
Exchange all matters requiring its action or 
relating to aid needed for or improvement of 
the Signal Service. 

The Chief Signal Officer then proposes a 
series of rules for the Se of the com- 
mittee. All propositions concerning the Sig- 
nai Service are to be referred by the Directors 
to the committee, which will consult with the 
Chief Signal Officer before reporting. The 
committee, on being satisfied that a change in 
the service will benefit the Exchange or the 
community, wil bring the same to the notice 
of the Chief Signal Officer, making an esti- 
mate of the pecuniary value hoped to result 
from the change. 

The committee is to examine and report on 
the local Signal Office once a month and to 
recommend officers for any noticeable ef- 
ficiency or inefficiency. The committee is also 
to assist the Inspector in examining und re- 

orting on the local office. Asfaras possible 

tis to arrange for the dissemination of news. 

In short, ace rding te this plan, if it is 
uniyersally adopted in all cities having Boards 
of Trade or other similar organizations, the 
supervision and much of the management of 
the local Signal Office will be assumed by the 
local trade organization and the efficiency of 
the service will thus be increased without cost 
to the Government.

HENRY GEORGE 


SOME VIVID SCENES AT HIS LECTURE A 
ENTERTAINMENT HALL. 


The Question Bon Causes Several Live 
Discussions—A Questioner Saggests An 
archy,” and the Audience Hiss That Sab 
jeet Very Roundly—Mr. George Appa!

Henry George spoke on his favorite 71 
ject, Land, at the Entertainment Hall, at . 
Charles and Fourteenth streets, last niglt. 
He was introduced by Stephen Ryan, Master 
Workman of D. A. No. 17, K. ot L. Fortyo 
hours he spoke, putting hie theories in a very 
interesting form. A friend, he said, disputed 
that land was the great problem, 
you owned all the land and I owned all the 
money,’’ the friend had said, ‘‘Icould buy 
what I wanted from everybody and you would 
have only that which you raised.’’ ‘‘Suppose 
you did own all the money,’’ the lecturer had 
retorted, ‘‘and I owned all the land. You 
could buy everything you wanted, maybe, 
but I could serve you with notice to quit 
my land.“ The slaveholders of this 
country, he said, were not as well off 
before the war as were the landed proprietors 
ot Europe. When England wanted to enslave 
Ireland she took possession ot the land. Men 
were divided into three classes, workingmen, 
beggarmen and thieves. Men who could bave 
all that labor creates without doing the labor 
must of necessity rob the workingman. 
Labor is free but land is monopolized and no 
man oan labor without the material to la- 
bor with or on; no man has the right 
to demand that another employ him, but a 
man has a right to employ his own labor. If 
God gushed down wealth from heaven would 
it not belong to the men whose land it fell on? 
If manna were to rain down as itdid for the 
children of Israel would there be some for all? 
It would belong to those whose land it fell 
on. All the starving people around would get 
a littie in reward for heaping it up in piles for 


the land-owners, and then they would have 
to beg of the owners the privilege of doing 
so. He arraigned the system of to-day 
which enables but4 per cent of the popu- 
lation of New York to own its own 
homes, and keeps bait the territory of the city 
houseless. With all the increase in productive 
ower, why is it that suicides increase, that 
ramps are more numerous than milllonaries? 
Why is it, he asked, that the people were better 
off when the means to production were rude? 
There was atime years ago when every man 
in England was perfectly certain that he could 
gain enough to liveon. He was not tortured 
the fear of want. How is 
it that now.’’ continued Mr. George, becom- 
ing impassioned—‘‘ how is it that to-day, with 
all our great advance, there are thousands, yea 
millions of men, women and children who are 
hourly haunted by the fear that they will 
starve?’’ 
HIS REMEDY. 

From this statement of the evils of the times 
he turned totheremedy, He was more slow 
and deliberate than everin expounding this 
remedy, which was the placing of taxation 
only on land values. He urged the audience 
to perceive that he did not mean to 
tax land. He only wanted the land values 
whieh are created by the growth of the com- 
munity to revert to the community. He did 
not hold that everybody ought to have so 
much land—a farm, fer instanve—upon which 
he could work, but that every person living 
should have an equal right to the soil, which 
right would be secured to him by a taxon 
land values. As it is now, tax is placed, 
one might 2875 oo on lan that 
produces something. here is a fallacy 
that idle land should not be 
taxed. Mr. George Illustrated this point by 
saying: ‘‘IfI should go to the Planters’ or 
Southern and engage a room and not say any- 
thing about it for four 1 would they cut 
down my bill if I said that I hadn’t slept in it? 
Tou could have slept there, if 
you had wished.’’’ Mr. George here placed his 
arms akimbo and waited or the 
andience to ‘‘catch on, which was done 
with a rapturous burst of applause. 
Putting a tax only on land would prove a 
panacea forthe simple reason that it would 
remove all taxes from production, tor one 
thing. This would cause more houses to be 
built, more labor to be employed. Again, it 
would take the speculator's and the monopo- 
Ust 's gripoffofland. With idle land taxed to 
ite full value, land could not be held idle. 
The owner would have to put 
up a house or aive his land 
away. He cited a lot in St. Louis he had seen 
in the afternoon. It had been bought forty 
years ago for $750, and the other day it was 
sold for hundreds of thousands. The owner 
had not Improved it in the least in all these 
venrs, and yet it had gone on increasing in 
value tremendously. Why? Because the 
eommunity had grown up around it. The 
value was given to the land d the 
community and the community was 
entitled to asharein that value. According 
to the present system we put a fine on men 
for being industrious. If he pom up a house, 
raises cattle, or makes wealth, be is taxed for 
it, while the man with idle land escapes. 

. Geo ciosed with a fine peroration in 
which he glowingly described the conditions 
which would arise from an adoption of his 
principles.

The hold that the man has on his audience is 
entirely due to the impression of earnestness 
he makes upon his listeners and to the ab- 
sence of superfluous verbiage. He is keen, 
direct, concise. Land, land, land, is his only 
theme, and he has a striking way 
of winding up a long sentence 
with the word ‘‘land’’ and with his 
band pointed toward his audience. He ig, too, 
bittely sarcastic and uses these powers when- 
ever he refers to the rich. When he is deeply 
stirred up he gives bis brow a Quilp-like wrin- 
kle and drops his voice to a guttural, This 
style he took last nizht when he referred 
to the nearly 98, votes that 
cast in New York, which 
other parties say were thrown away., 
His lecture was punctusted repeatedly with 
bursts of applause, and when the little man 
stepped back after making bis final bow, there 
was prolonged cheering ‘or fifteen seconds.

Statues Raised in France,

Sinee the establishment of the French Re- 
public about 200 statues have been raised in 
France. This ought to satisfy ‘‘the decorated 
people living in a country of statues, but a 
proposal has been made for monument-raising 
on so gigantica scale that it throws all their 
previous efforts to commemorate their national 

atness and flatter the national van- 

ty completely into the shade. There 

exist, it seems, two rival com- 
mittees working for the celebration of the 
centenary of the Revolution two years hence, 
but as Minister of Public Works M. de Heredia 
thinks he is entitled to make a proposal on his 
Own account. Not content with the proposed 
monumental museum in the Tulleries or the 
colossai Eiffel Tower, he has calmly suggested 
to a Ministerial council that a commemorative 
monument or column of the Revolution should 
be erected in every commune in France! As 
this would mean some 40,000 monuments at 
one stroke, the Ministers, accustomed as they 
are to the 4 after this manner of 
the glories of the grande nation,’’ asked 
time to consider this extraordinary proposal.

A FLYING START. 


Wheat Reacts Sharply From a Short De- 
pression—Corn and Provisions. 


By Telegraph from Jones, McCormick & Kennett, 
Chicago, to the Post-DISPATCH. 5 

CuicaGo, November 23. 1 p. m.—Light 
rains through sections of winter wheat belt 
had a weakening effect on our market at the 
opening. and for a while it looked as though the 
bears would succeed in ap | lower prices. 
In trying to accomplish this end they got short 
at bottom prices and the subsequent advance 
to 8%c was due largely to covering by the 
early sellers. Oables were conflicting, those 
of a private character denoting an easier feel- 
ing on which some exporters sold. 

here have been no bullish features to-day, 
due principally to a sbort 
light offerings. We feel 
encouraged in our advocacy of higher 
prices for wheat from the action 
of this market 8 and the response from 
other speculative points, and we wish to im- 
ress upon our friends the confidence we have 
n the long side on such breaks as to-day. The 
market closed firm. 

Corn was inactive and featureless during the 
first part of the session, but at around 49c for 
May a sudden demend sprang up, and 
as the crowd was short an sell- 
ers were scarce, the market advanced 
nearly a cent. Some realizing held the mar- 
ket steady at 49% , but later advanced further 
with wheat and closed at about the highest 
price yet reached. | 

Provisions were less active, and the market 
has been at times irregular and unsettled. It 
was weak early, but strencthened on the ad- 
vance in corn, and again be- 
came dull and closed steady.

CARUTHERS HAS A WORD TO SAY ABOUT 
HIS SALE TO BROOKLYN. 


He Will Goto the Highest Bidder—Cincin- 
mati After the Browns’ Star Pitcher— 
More About the Gleason- Athletic Trade— 
As to Predictions—The Sharsig Telegram 
Saturday—Carney and His Fouls in the 
Light-Weight Fight—Sporting News" in 

, General, 


Robert L. Caruthers, the star player of the 
St. Louis Club, is walting in the city until the 
big deal is completed or until he learns just 
what disposition is to be made ot him. Ca- 
ruthers dots not seem particularly con- 
cerned about the matter beyond a desire to 
have his curiosity about the affair satisfied, 
and he intenda to stay here until it has been 
satisfied. He says that he is opposed to play- 
ing m Brooklyn unless Byrne comes to the 
front with the right amount of salary. 
He much preferi playing with Cincin- 
nati and President Stern is quite anxious 
to secure him and will pay almost as much 
as anybody for his release. ‘‘I do not propose 
to stand by,’’ said ‘‘Bobby’’ to a reporter for 
the Post-DisPaToH, and let these people 
buy and sell me without saying a word. I’m 
not that kind ofa man. Ifany money is to be 
made out of me or my value as a player of base 
ball I propose to get some of it myself. I’m in 
the market, and he man who bids highest for 
me is going to have me. At even rates I would 
sooner play with Cincinnati than Brooklyn, 
but if Brooxlyn offers most money for me to 
Brooklyn I will go. If $8,000 is paid for my ro- 
lease I want $2,000 out of it, or else 1 want a 
salary of $5,000 for the season. If my purchase 
is worth $8,000 my services are worth 8. 000. 

Among a mass of incoherent matter printed 
in a morning paper about changes in the 
Browns’’ predicted a month or two ago, it is 
seriously stated that Caruthers will surely 
play with St. Louis next year. If this is true, 
Mr. Von der Ahe does not know it, and he has 
telegrams in bis pocket which would serve to 
enlighten those who are in the dark about the 
current news in base ball circles. When 
Caruthers called on Mr. Von der Ahe, shortly 
before the latter left for the East, the pitcher 


asked the President if his release could be 
bought for $8,000. ‘‘You bet it can,’’ replied 
Mr. Von der Abe, and then Uaruthers hurried 
off to get a bid for himself at that figure.
